The biggeſt of theſe Iſlands is call'd Jfland- 
Doe, it has the ruins of a Chappel dedicated 
to St. Flawnan, from whom the Iſland derives 
its Name; when they are come within about 
20 paces of the Altar, they all ſtrip themſel ves 
of their upper Garments at once, and theit 
upper Clothes being laid upon a Stone, which 
ſtands there on purpoſe for that uſe, all the 
Crew pray three times before they begin 
Fowling ; the firſt day they ſay the firſt Pray - 
er, advancing towards the Chappel upon their 
Knees ; the Second Prayer is ſaid as they go 
round the Chappel; the Third is ſaid hard-by 
or at the Chappel, and this is their Morning 
ervice. Their Veſpers are perform'd with 
the like number of Prayers. Another Rule is, 
That it is abſolutely unlawful to kill a Fowl 
ich a Stone, for that they reckon a great Bar- 
darity, and directly contrary to ancient Cuſtom: 


It is alſo unlawful to kill a Fowl before 
hey aſcend by the Ladder. It is abſolutely 
nlawful to call the Iſland of St. Ailda (which 

yes thirty Leagues Southward) by its proper 
riſh Name Hirt, but only the High Country. 
hey muſt nor fo much as once name the

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18 1 Deſcription of the 
Hands in which they are Fowling by the 
ordinary Name Hlauran, but only the Coun- 
fy; There are ſeveral other things that mull

Ugh, which in the Language of the Natives 
ſignifies Water, they call burn a - Rock, 
Winch in their Language is Creg, muſt here 
be calld Cruep, I e. chard : Shore in their 
Language expreſt by Claddach, muſt here be 
caild:; Wah, 7. e 4 Cave: Sower, in their 
Language is expreſt Gozt, but muſt here be 
calbd Gaire, . % Sharp: Slippery, which is 
expteſt Bog, muſt be call'd Soft: and ſeveral 
other things to this purpoſe. They account it 
alſo: unlawſul to kill a Fowl after Evening 
Prayers::. There is an ancient Cuſtom, by 
which the Crew is oblig d not to carry home 
any: Sheep⸗ſuet, let them kill never ſo. many 
Sheep in theſe Iſlands. One of their principal 
Culſloms is not to ſteal or eat any thing un- 
known to their Partner, elſè the Tranſgreſſot 
(they ſay) will certainly vomit it up, which 
they reckon as a juſt Judgment · When they 
have loaded their Boat ſufficiently with Sheep, 
Fowls; Eggs, Down, Fiſh, &c., they make 
the belt of their way home ward. It's obſery- 
ed of the: Sheep ot theſe Iſlands that they are 
exceeding lat, and have long Horns.

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I had this ſuperſtitious. Account not only 
ſrom ſeveral of the Natives of the Lewis, bu 
- bKewiſe from two who had been in the Flar 
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Weſtern Ilands of Scotland, Sc. 9 
114 Iſlands the preceding Vear. I ask d one 
of them if he pray d at home as often, and as 
ſervently as he did when in the Haunan Iſlands; 
and he plainly confeſs d to me that he did not: 
adding further, that theſe remote Iſlands were 
Mlaves * of inherent Sanctity; ; and that there 
was note ever yet landed in them but found 
himſelf more diſpos d to Devotion there, than 
any where elfe. The Iſland of Pigmies, or as 
the Natives call ir, The Mund of Little Men, 
is but of ſmall Extent.” Thiere has been many 
ſmall Bones dug out of the Ground here, re- 
ſembling thoſe of Human kind more than any 
other. This gave ground to a Tradition

I bad an Ac- 
count of, chis little Iſland; and the Cuſtom 
of it from ſeveral Natives of Lewis, who 
had been upon the place; but more particu- 
larly from Mr. Daniel Moriſon, Miniſter of 
Barvat, after his return from Rona Hland, 
which then belong d to him, as part of His 
Gleib, Upon my Landing ( fays'he the Na- 
tives receiv d me very affectionately; and ad- 
* arefs'd 
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dreſs d me with their uſual Salutation to a 
Stranger, God ſave gou, Pilgrim, you are hearti- 
y welcome here ? for we have had repeated 4 
paritious of :your Perſon among us, aſter th 

manner of the ſecond Sight, Ard we heartily 
congratulatè your Arrival in this. our remote 
Country. One olf the Natives would needs 
expreſs his high eſteem for my Perſon, by 
making a turn round about me Sun-ways, and 
at the {ame time Bleſſing me, and wiſhing me 
all happineſs; but I bid him let alone that 


from them, as to their Chief and Patron, and 
could not, nor would not fail to perſorm it. 
They conducted me to the Little Village, 
where they dwell, and in the way thither there 
ere three Incloſures; and as I entred each of

bis good meaning towards me: but this poor 
Man was not a little diſappointed, as were al- 
ſo his Neighbouts; ſor they doubted not but 
chis ancient Ceremony would have been very 


acceptable to me; and one of them told me, 
That this was a thing due to my Character 


theſe; the Inhabitants ſeverally ſaluted me, 


taking me by the Hand, and laying, Traveller, 
Jo are meltome here.

After a little time was ſpent in general Diſ-

The Skins of the Sheep were entire, and 
flea d off ſo, from the Neck to the Tail, that 
they were in form like a Sack: TheſeSkins being 
flea d off after this manner, were by the Inhabi- 
tants inſtantly fill'd with Barley- meal; and this 
they gave me by way of a Preſent, one of their 
number acted as Speaker for the reſt, ſaying, 
Traveller we are very ſenfible of the Favour you 
have done us in coming ſo far with a. Den to 
inſtruct us in our way to Happineſs, .and at the 
ſame time to wenture your ſelf un the great Ocecm: 
Pray, be pleas d to accept of this ſmall Preſent , 
_ which w# humbly offer as an expreſſion of our fin- 
cere Love to you, This I accepted tho in a 
very coarſe dreſs, but it was given with ſuch an 
Air of Hoſpitality and Good - will, as deſervd 
Thanks: they preſented my Man alſo with 
ſome pecks of Meal, as being likewiſe a Tra- 
veller ; the Boats-Crew having been in Rona be · 
fore, were not reckon'd Strangers, and there- 
fore there was no Preſent given them, but 
their daily Maintenance. 


THERE is a Chappel here dedicated to St. 
Ronan, fenc'd with a Stone Wall round it; 
and they take care to keep it neat and clean, 
and {weep it every day. There is an Altar in 
it on which there lies a big Plank of Wood 
about ten foot in length, every foot has a hole

that abound in the World They know no- 
thing of Money or Gold, having no occaſion 
for either They neither ſell nor buy, but 
only barter for ſuch little things as they want: 
they covet no Wealth, being fully content and 


 fatisfy'd\ with Food and Raiment; tho at the 
ſame time they are very preciſe in the matter 


of Property among themſelves; ſor none of 
them will by any means allow his Neighbour 
to fiſh within his Property; and every one 
muſt exactly obſerve not to make any in- 
They have an 
agreeable and hoſpitable Temper for all Stran- 
gers: they concern not themſelves about the 


Teſt of Mankind, except the inhabitants in the 
North part of Lewis. They take their Sir- 
name from the colour of the Sky, Rain-bow, 


and Clouds. There are only five Families in 


this ſmall Iſland, and every Tennant hath his 
Dwelling-houſe, a Barn, a Houſe where their 
beſt Effects are preſervd, a Houle for their 


Cattle, and a porch on each ſide of the Door 
to keep off the Rain or Snow. Their Houſes

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are built wich Stone, and thatched with Straw, 
which is kept down with Ropes of the ſame, 
pois d with Stones.

They much admire Grey- . hounds, 
and lotet have them in their e They 
are mightily pleas d at the ſight Bd $ 
and one of them obſerving a Horſe to neigh, 
ask d if that Horſe laugh'd at him: à Boy 
from Rona perceiving a Colt run towards him, 
was fo much frighted at it that he jump d in- 
to a buſh of Nettles, where his N nd de- 
came full of Bliſters. ">. Ts 


AN OTHER of the Wa, of Nona, 
having had the opportunity of travelling as 
far as Coul, in the Shire of Roſs, which is the 
Seat of Sr. Alexander Mac- kenzie, every thing / 
he ſaw there was ſurptizing to him, and when 
he heard the noiſe of thoſe. who walk'd in the 
Rooms above him, he- preſently ſell to the 
Ground, thinking thereby to tave: his Life, 
for he ſupp os d that the Houſe was coming 
down over his head. When Mr. Moriſon the 
Miniſter was in Rona, two of the Natives - 
Courted a Maid with intention to matry her, 
and being married to one of them afterwards', 
the other was not a little diſappointed be- 
cauſe there was no other match for him in 
this: Iſland. The Wind blowing lair, Mr. 
B 4 lieren 
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Moriſon ſailed directly for Lewis, hut after 3 
hours ſailing was forced back to Rona by a 
contrary Wind, and at his Landing the poor 
Man that had loſt his Sweet-heart was over- 
Joy d, and expreſſed himſelf in theſe words; 
bleſs God and Ronan that you ate return d 
again, for I hope you will now make me hap- 
Py, and give me a right to enjoy the Woman 
every other Year by turns, that ſo we both 
may have Iſſue by her; Mr. Moriſon could not 
refrain from ſmiling at this unexpected requeſt, 
chid the poor Man for his unreaſonable de- 
mand, and deſir d him to have patience for Aa

IT'S proper to add here an account of ſeve- 
ral ſtrange irregularities in the Tides, on Ber- 
nera Coaſt, by Sr. Robert Murray, mention d 
in the Phil. Trauſations. £42) 


© THE Tides increaſe and decreaſe gradually 
according to the Moons Age ſo as about the 
third day after the New and full Moon, in the 
Weſtern Iſles and Continent they are common- 
ly at the higheſt, and about the quarter Moons, 
at the loweſt. (The former called Spring- 
Tide, the other Neap Tides) the Tides from 
the quarter tothe higheſt Spring Tide increaſe 

in a certain proportion, and from the Spring 
Tide to the Quarter Tide in like proportion; 
and the Ebbs riſe and fall always aſter the 

TTA 


IT's ſuppos'd that the increaſe of Tides is 
made in the proportion of ſines; the firſt in- 
creaſe exceeds the loweſt in a ſmall proportion, 
the next in a greater, the third greater than 
that, and ſo on to the middle moſt, whereof 
the excels is the greateſt, diminiſhing again 
from that to the higheſt Spring- Tide, ſo as the 
proportions before and after the middle, do 
anſwer one another. And..likewiſe from the 
higheſt Spring · Tide, to the loweſt Neap· Tide, 
the decreaſes ſem to keep the like proportions. 
And this commonly falls out when no Wind, 

or other Accident cauſes an alteration. At the

beginning of each Flood on the Coaſt, the 
Tide moves faſter, but in a ſmall degree, in- 
creaſing its ſwiltneſs till towards the middle 
of the Flood, and then decreaſing in ſwilt- 
neſs again from the middle to the top of the 
High- water, it's ſuppoſed that the inequal 

ſpaces of time, the increaſe and decreaſe of 
ſwiſtnels, and confequently the degrees of the 


Riſings and Fallings of the ſame inequal ſpa- 
ces of time, are performed according to the . 


3 of Sines. The proportion cannot 
hold preciſely and exactly in regard of the in- 
equalities that fall out in che Periods, of the 
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Tides, which are believed to follow certain po- 
ſitions oſ the Moon in regard of the Equinox, 


which are known not to keep a preciſe con- 
ſtant Courſe, ſo that there not being equal 
Portions of Time between one New Moon and 
another, the Moons return to the ſame Me- 
ridian cannot be always performed in the 
ſame time. And the Tides from New- Moon, 
being not always the ſame in Number, or 


ſometimes but 57, ſometimes 58, ſometimes 


59, (without any certain order or ſueceſſion) 


is another evidence of the difficulty of reduc- 


eing this to any great exactneſs.

nary Spring-Tides riſing ſome 14 or 15 foot 
upright, and all the reſt proportionably, as in 
other places) but afterwards, for Four Days 
_ before the Quarter Moons, and as long after, 
there is conſtantly a great and ſingular Varia- 
tion. For then (a Southerly Moon making there 
the full Sea) the Courſeof the Tide being Eaſt- 
ward: When it begins to flow, which is about 
| 9% of the Clock, it not only continues ſo a- 
bout 3+ in the Afternoon, that it be high« 
| water, but after it begins to Ebb, the Cur rent 
runs on {till Eaſtward, during the Whole Ebb, 
ſo that it runs Eaſt ward xz hours together, that 
is, all day long, irom about 94 in the Morn- 
ing, till about 9; at Night. But then when 
the Night- Tide begins to Flow, the Current 
turns, and runs Weſtward all Night, during 
both Flood and Ebb for ſome 12 hours more, 
as it did Eaſtward the day before, and thus 
the Reciprocations continue, one Flood 'and 
Ebb and running 12 hours Eaſtward, and ano- 
ther 12 hours Weſtward, till 4 days before 
the Full aud New Moon; and then they re- 
ſume their ordinary regular Courſe as before, 
tunning Eaſt during the Six hours of Flood, 
and Weſt during the Six of Ebb. |

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THERE is another extraordinary 1 
rity in the Tides, which never fail? That 
whereas between the Vernal and Autumnal E- 
quinox, that is for fix Months together, the 
Courſe of irregular Tides about the Quarter 
Moons, is to run all day, 12 hours, as from 
about 92 to 9+ to 10 exact Eaſtward all night, 
that is, 12 hours more Weſtward, during the 
other ſix Months, from the Autumnal ro the 
Vernal Equinox, the Current runs all Day 
Weſtward, and all Night Eaſtward. I have 
obſerved the Tides as . for the {} pare. of of 
ſome Days both in April, May, July, and 
Auguſt.

f THERE is an ancient Tradition among 
. the Natives here, that a Man muſt not bè

Kieth's, becauſe otherwiſe the Corps would 
be found above Ground the day aſter it is In- 
terred. I told them this was a moſt ridicu- 
lous fancy, which they might ſoon perceive by 
experience, if they would but put it to a try- 
al. e Campbel, who reſides there, be- 
ing of my opinion, reſolved to embrace the 
opportunity that offer d, in order to un- 
deceive the Credulous Vulgar, and accords 
ingly a poor Man in this Ifland who dyed a 
Year after, was buried in St. Tarrans Chap» 
pel, contrary. to the ancient Cuſtom and Tra- 
dition of this place, but his Corps are ſtill in 
the Grave, from whence it is not like to riſe 
until the general Reſurrection. This inſtance 
has delivered the credulous Natives from this 
unreaſonable fancy. This Iſland is a Mile 
diſtant from the main Land of Harries, and 
when the Inhabitants go from this Iſland to 
Harries with a deſign to ſtay for any time, 
they agree with thoſe that carry them over, on 
a particular motion-of walking upon a certain 
peice of Ground, unknown to every body but 
themſelves as a ſignal to bring em back.

BETWEEN Perner and the Main Land 
of Harries lies che Iſland Enſap, which is 
above 2 Miles in Circumference, and for the 
moſt part Arable Ground, which is fruitful in 
Corn and Graſs 5 there is an old Chappel here 
for the uſe of the Natives, and there was latel 
dliſcovered a Grave in the Welt end of the Iſla 

in which was found a pair of Scales made of 
Bcaſs, and a little Hammer, both which were 


. finely poliſhed. 


BETWEEN Enfay and the main Lia of 
Harries, lies ſeveral! imall Iflands, fitter for 


Paſturage then Cultivation. 


THE little Hand Nuedam, hath a Vein of 
Adamant Stone, in the front of the Rack ; the 
Natives fay that Mice don't live in this INand, 


and when ay chance to be carried thirher 
among 
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aomng Corn, they die quickly after, without 
theſe ſmall Iſlands, there is a Tra of ſmall Iſles 
in the ſame Line with the Eaſtſide of the Par? 
ries, and Nozth-vit, Theyare in all reſpects 
of the ſame Nature with thoſe two Iſlands, fo 
that the ſight of them is apt to diſpbſe one to 
think that they have been once united together. 


THE moſt Southerly of theſe Iſlands, and 
the neareſt to Nozth-vilt is Yermetra, two 
miles in Circumference, it is a Mooriſh Soil, 
covered all over almoſt with Heath, except here 
and there a few Piles of Graſs, and the Plant 
Mill. wort, yet, notwithſtanding this diſad- 


vantage, it is certainly the beſt ſpot of its 
| extent for Paſturage, among theſe Iſles, and af- 


fords great plenty of Milk in January and 
February beyond what can be ſeen in the other

Cultivation. The Welt fide is of a quite dif- 


ferent Svil, Arable and Plain, the whole is in 
length ſrom South to North Nine Miles, and 
about Thirty in Circumferen ee. 


IHERE are Four Mountains in the middle, 
Iwo lie within leſs then a Mile of each other, 
and are called 0 and Noꝛth⸗Ler; all 
the Hills and Heath afford good Paſturage, tho 
it conſiſts as much of Heath as Graſs. The 
Ar able Ground hath a mixture of Clay in ſome 
places, and it is covered all over in Summer- 
time, and Harveſt with Clover, Daſie, and 
Variety of other Plants, pleaſant to the ſight, 
and of a fragrant ſmell, and abounds with 
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portionable to the Soil. I have upon ſeveral 
occaſions enquired concerning the produce 'of 


by four Horſes, and they have a little Plough 
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with black Cattle, and Sheep. The Soil is very 
grateſul to the Husband- man, yielding a Pro- 

uce of Barley, from Ten to Thirty ſold in a 


plentiful Vear; provided the Ground be ma- 
nur d with Sea-ware, and that it have Rain pro- 


Barley, in this and the Neighboutingiſſands; the 


ſame being much doubted in the South of 


Scotland, as well as in England; and upon the 
whole, I have been aſſured by the moſt Anti- 
ent and Induſtrious of the Natives, that tlie 
increaſe is the ſame as mentioned before in

THEM told me likewiſe, that a Plot of 
Ground which hath lain unmanur d ſor ſome 
Years, would in a Plentiful ſeaſon produce 
Fourteen Ears of Barley from One Grain ; and 
ſeveral Ridges were then ſhewed me of 
this extraordinary Growth in different pla - 
ces. The Grain ſow'n here is Barley, Oats, 
Rye; and it's not to be doubted, but the Soil 
would alſo produce Wheat. The way of 
Tillage here is commonly by Ploughing, and 
ſome by Digging ; the ordinary Plong is dran 


alſo call d Riſtle, i. e. a thing that cleaves, the: 
Culter of, which is in Form of a Sickle, and it 
is drawn ſometimes hy One, and ſometimes by 
Two Horſcs, according as the Ground is;

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Line in the Ground, to make it the more eaſie 


in the Memory of ſomie Jet alive, there had 
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been 400 Sail Loaded in it with Herrings at 
one Seaſon; but it is not now frequented for 
Fiſhing, tho the Herrings do till abound in it, 
and on this Coaſt every Summer and Harveſt, 
the Natives ſit Angling on the Rocks, and as 
they pull up their Hooks, do many times 
bring up Herrings; That they are always on 
the Coaſt, appears from the Birds, Whales, 
and other Fiſhes, that are their forerunners eve- 
ry where, and yet it is ſtrange that in all this 
Iſland there is not one Herring Net to be had; 
but if the Natives faw any Encouragement , 
they could ſoon provide em. Cod, Ling, 
and all forts of Fiſh taken in theſe Iſlands a- 
bound in and about this Lake. I 


IN this Harbour there is a ſmall Iſland call- 
ed Qackſap, in which there is ſtill to be ſeen 
the Foundation of a Houſe, built by the Exg- 

liſh, for a Magazine to keep their Cask, Salt, 
e. for carrying on a great Fiſhery which was 
then begun there. The Natives told me that 
King Charles the 1ſt. had a ſhare in is : This 
Lake with the convenience of its Fiſhings and 
Iſlands is certainly capable of great improve- 
ment; much of the Ground about the Bay is 
capable of Cultivation, and affords a great deal

day, at which the Natives were much of- 
fended. The latter having Landed in the Ifland , 
happened to come into a Houſe where he found 
only Ten Women, and they were imploy'd 
(as he ſuppos'd) in a ſtrange manner, vi. their 
Arms and Legs were bare, being Five oft a 
ſide, and between them lay a Board, upon 
which they had laid a piece of Cloth, and were 
thickning of it with their Hands and Feet, and 
Singing all the while, the ZFng/i/h Man, 
preſently concluded it to be a little Bedlam , © 
which he did not expect in ſo remote a Corner, 
and this he told to Mr. 7ohn Macklean, who 
poſſeſſes the Iſland; Mr. Macklean anſwer d 
he never ſaw any Mad People in thoſe Iſlands, 
but this would not ſatisſie him, till they both 
went to the place where the Women were at 
work, and then Mr. Mac tlean having told him, 
that it was their common way of thickning 
Cloth, he was convinced, tho ſurpriz d at the 
manner of it. 2 . OY

_ dr:min, being leſſer then the ordinary Salmon, 
and full of ſtrong Large Scales, no bait can al- 
lure it, and a ſhadow frights it away, being the 
wildeſt of fiſhes, it leaps high above water, 
and delights to be in the ſurface of it. 


THERE“s great plenty of Sbell-fiſh round 


this Iſland, more particularly Cockles,the Iſlands 

do alſo afford many ſmall Fiſh called Eels of a 

whitiſh colour, they are picked out of the 

Sand with a ſmall crooked Iron made on pur- 

pole. There is plenty of Lobſters on the welt 

. fide of this Iſland, and one fort bigger then the 
reſt, having the Toe ſhorter and broader. 


THERE. are ſeveral antient Forts in this 
Iſland, built upon Eminences, or in the middle 


ol freſn water Lakes. 


HERE are likewiſe ſeveral Kairns or Heaps 


5 of Stones, the biggeſt I obſerved was on a hill 
near to Loch-Eport, There are three FI 
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erected about five ſoot high, at the diſtance. of 
a quarter of a mile from one another, on E- 
minences about a mile from Loch · Maddy, to a- 
muſe Invaders, for which reaſon they are ſtill 
called falſe ſentinels. 1 


THERE is a Stone of 24 foot long and 4 in 
breadth in the hill Criniveal, the Natives ſay 
a Giant of a month old was buried under it.

THERE is a Stone in form of a Croſs in the 
Row, oppoſite to Sr. Maries Church about 
5 foot high, the Natives call it the water Croſs, 
for the antientlnhabitants had aCuſtom of erect· 
ing this ſort of Croſs to procure rain, and when 
they had got enough they laid it flat on the 


ground, but this cuſtom is now disuſed. The inferi- | 1 


or [fland is the Iſland of Heigkir which lyes near

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three Leagues weſtward of Moꝛth · Wiſt is three 
miles in Circumference of a ſandy ſoil, and very 
fruitſul in Corn and Graſs, Black Cattle and 
the Inhabitants labour under want of Fuel of 
all forts, which obliges them to burn Cows 
Dung, Barley ſtraw, and dry 'd Sea - ware; the 
Natives told me that bread baked by the Fuel 
3 of Sea · ware, reliſhes better than that done 
otherwiſe. They are accuſtomed to Salt 
their Cheeſe with the Aſhes of Barley Straw, 
which they ſuffer not to ly on it above 12 
hours time, becauſe otherwiſe it would ſpoil it. 
There was a Stone Cheſt lately diſcovered 
here, having an earthen Pitcher in it which was 
full of Bones, and aſſoon as touched they 
to Duſt. „ 


THERE are two ſmall Iſlands ſeparated by 
narrow Channels from the Northweſt of 
this Iſland, and are of the ſame Mold with the 

big Iſland. The Natives ſay that there is a 
Couple of Ravens there, which ſuffer no other 
olf their kind to approach this Iſland, and if any 
ſuch Chance to come, this Couple immediately 
drive them away, with ſuch a noiſe as is heard 
by all the Inhabitants: They are obſerved like -

this number all the reſt went quite off, leaving 
theſe two in Poſſeſſion of their little Kingdom, 
they do by a certain ſagacity diſcover to the 
Inhabitants any Car caſe, on the Shoar or in the 
fields ( whereof I have ſeen ſeveral inſtances;) 
The inhabitants pretend to know by their noiſe, 
whether it be Fleſh or Fiſh, I told them, this was 
ſuch a Nicety that I could ſcarcely give it cre- 
dit, but they anſwered me that they eame to the 
knowledge of it hy obſervation, and that they 
make their loudeſt noiſe for Fleſh. There is a 
narrow Channel between the Iſland ofDeightr 
and one of the leſſer Iſlands in which the Na- 
tives formerly killed many Seals, in this man- 
ner, they twiſted rogether ſeveral ſmall Ropes 
of Horſe Hair in form of a Net contracted ar 
one end like a Purſe, and ſo by opening and 
ſhatting this Hair Net, theſe Seals were 
catched in the narrow Channel. On the South 
Side of Northviſt are the Iſlands of Vera 
which are acceſſible at low Water, each of them 
being 3 miles in compaſs and are very fertile 
in Corn and Cattle. oY 


| ON the weſtern Coaſt, of this Iſland yes

on as Tenant, the Pariſh Miniſter hath. his 


choice of all the Young Seals, and that which he 
takes is called by the Natives, Cullen Mory, 
that is, the Virgin Marys Seal. The Steward 


ofthe Iſland hath one paid to him, his Officer 
| hath another, and this by vertue of their Oth- 


ces. Theſe Farmers man their Boat with a com- 
petent number fit for the buſinels, and they 


always imbarque with a contrary wind, for their 


ſecurity againſt being driven away by the 
Ocean, and likewiſe to prevent them from being 
diſcovered, by the Seals, who are apt to ſmell 
the ſcent of them, and preſenely run to ſea. 


WHEN this Crew is quietly landed, they 
ſurround the Paſſes, and then the ſignal for the 
general attacque is given from the Boat, and 


ſo they beat them down with bigſtaves. The 


Seals at this On- ſet make towards the Sea with 
all ſpeed. and oſten force their paſſage over the 
necks of the ſtouteſt aſſailants, who aim always 


at the Forehead of the Seals, giving many blows 


before they be killed, and if they be not hit 
exactly on the front they contract a Lump on 


their Forehead which makes them look very 
ſierce, and if they get hold of the Staff with 


their 
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their Teeth, they carry it along to Sea with 
them. Thoſe that are in the Boat ſhoot at 
them as they run to Sea, but few are catch d 
that way. The Natives told me that ſeveral 
of the biggeſt Seals loſe their Lives by endeavou- 
ring to Save their Young ones, whom they tum- 


ble before them, towards the Sea. I was told 


alſo that 320 Seals Young and Old have been 
killed at one time in this Place. The reaſqn 
of attacking em in October, is, becauſe in the be- 
ginning of this month the Seals bring forth 
their Young on the Ocean Side, but theſe on 
the Eaſt Side who are of the leſſer ſtature

Farm it, come thither with their Cattle in the 
Summer time, and are . poſſeſſed with a. firm 
belief that this Valley is baunted by Spirits, 
who by the Inhabitants are called the great 
Men; and that whatſoever Man or Woman 
enters the Valley without making firſt an en- 
tire reſignation of themſelves to the Conduct 
of the great Men, will infallibly graw Mad. 
The words by which he or ſhe gives up him- 
ſelf to theſe Mens Conduct, ate comprehen-

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died in three Sentences, wherein the Glen is twice 
named; to which they add, that it is Inhabi- 
ted by theſe great Men, and that ſuch as enter 
depend on their protection. I told the Na- 
tives that this was à piece of ſilly Credulity as 
ever was impoſed upon the moſt ignorant Ages, 
and that their imaginary Protectors deſerved 
no ſuch Invocation. They anſwer d, That 
there had hapened a late inſtance of a 
Woman who went into that 6len without re- 
ſigning: her ſelf to the Conduct of theſe Men 
and immediately after ſhe became Mad, which 
confirfned them in their unreaſonable fancy. - 


THE People refiding here in Summer; ſay, 
they ſometimes hear a loud noiſe in the Air, 
like Men ſpeaking. :- I enquired if their Prieſt 
had Preach'd or Argu'd againſt this ſuperſti- 
tious Cuſtom? They told me he knew better 
things, and would not be guilty of diſſwading 
Men from doing their Pury, which they 
doubted not he judged this to be, and that 
they reſolv d to perſiſt in the belief of it, until 
they found better Motives to the contrary, 
than hath been ſhewed them hitherto. The 
Proteſtant Miniſter hath oſten endeavour d to 
undeceive them, but in vain, becauſe of an

The Na- 
tives told me there is a Well in the Village 
Tangſtill, the Water of which being boiled, 
grows thick like puddle. There is another 
Well not far from Tangſtill, which the Inhabi- 
tants ſay in a fertile year throws up many 
grains of Barley in July, and Auguſt. And 
they ſay that the Well of X;/bar throws up 
embrioes of Cockles, but 1 could not diſcern 
any in the Rivulet, the Air being at that time 
foggy. The Church in this Iſland is called 
Kilbarr, i. e. St. Barr's Church. There is a 
little Chappel by it, in which Mactneil, and 
thoſe deſcended of his Family are uſually in- 
tertred. The Natives have Sf. Barr's Wooden 
Image ſtanding on the Altar covered with 
Linen in form of a ſhirt, all their greateſt. Aſſe- 
verations are by this Saint. I came very early 
in the Morning with an intention to ſee this 
Image, but was diſappointed, for the Natives 
prevented me, by carrying it away, leſt I 
might take occaſion to ridicule their ſuperſti- 
tion, as ſome Proteſtants have done formerly, 
and when I was gone, it was again expoſed on 
the Altar. They have ſeveral Traditions con- 
cerning this great Saint. There is a Chappel 
{about half a mile on the ſouth ſide of 50 
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tion. On the ſouth ſide there is an Harbor 
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Hill near St. Barr's Church) where I had oc- 
caſion to get an account of a Tradition con- 
cerning this Saint, which was thus. The In- 


| habitants m_ begun to build the Church, 


which they dedicated to him, they laid this 


| Wooden Image within it, but it was inviſibly 


tranſported (as they ſay) to the Place where 


the Church now ſtands, and found there every 


morning. This Miraculous Conveyance js the 
Reaſon they give for deſiſting to Work where 
they firſt began. I told my Informer that 


this extraordinary Motive was ſufficient to 


determine the Caſe, if true, but askd his 
Pardon to diſſent from him, for I had not 


Faith enough to believe this Miracle; at 


which he was ſurpriz d, telling me in the 
mean time, That this Tradition hath been 
faithfully conveyed by the Prieſts and Natives 


ſucceſſively to this day. The ſouthern Iſlands 
are, (1) Muldonich, about a Mile in Cir- 


cumference, it is high in the middle, cover d 
over with Heath and Graſs, and is tne only

Bernera, about two Miles in Circumfe- . 
rence; it excels other Iflands of the ſame ex- 


tent for Cultivation, and Fiſhing. The Na- 
tives never go a Fiſhing while Mactneil or his 
Steward is in the Ifland, leſt ſeeing their 
plenty of Fiſh, perhaps they might take occa- 
ſion to raiſe their Rents, Thete is an old 
Fort in this Iſland, having a vacuity round 
the Walls, divided in little Apartments ; the 
Natives endure a great fatigue in Manuring 
their Ground with Sea-ware, which they carry 
in Ropes upon their backs over high Rocks; 
they likewiſe faſten a Cow to a Stake, and 
ſpread a quantity of Sand on the ground; 
upon which the Cows dung falls, and this 
they mingle together, and lay it on the a- 


rable Land. They take great numbers of 


Sea · Fowls from the adjacent Rocks, and ſalt 
them with the aſhes of burnt ſcazware in 
Cows hides, which preſerves them from pu- 
trefaction. |

THE Inhabitants are very Hoſpitable, and 
have a Cuſtom, that when any Strangers from 
the Northern Iſlands reſort thither, the Na- 
tives immediately after their landing oblige 
them to eat, even tho they ſhould have libe- 
rally eat and drunk but an Hour before their 
landing there. And this Meal they call Biey- 
ta v, id eſt Ocean Meat, ſor they prefume that 
the ſharp Air of the Ocean, which indeed 
ſurrounds them muſt needs give them a good 
Appetite : And whatever number of Strangers 
come there, or of whatſoever Quality or Sex, 
they are regularly lodged according to Antient 
Cuſtom, ; that is, one only in a Family, by 
Which Cuſtom a Man cannot lodge with his 
own Wife, while in this Iſland, Mr. John 
Campbell the preſent Miniſter of Harries, 
told me that his Father being then Parſon ot 
Harries and Miniſter of Barrap (for the 
Natives at that time were Proteſtants) carried 
his Wife along with him, and reſided in this 

Iſland for ſome time, and they diſpoſed of him, is

guiſhed, and then eighty one married Men being 
thought the neceſſary number fot effecting 
this defign, took two great Planks of Wood, 
and nine of em were imploy d by turns vvho by 
their repeated Efforts rubb d one of the Planks 
againſt the other until the heat thereof produ- 
ced Fire, and from this forced Fire, each Fa-

THEY preſerve their Boundaries from being 
lyable to any debates by their Succeſſors, thus, 


they lay a quantity of rhe Aſhes of burnt wood 


inthe Ground, and put big Stones above the 
ſame: And for conveying the knowledge of 
this to Poſterity, they carry ſome Boys from 
both Villages next the Boundary, and there 
whip em ſoundly, which they will be ſure 
to remember and tell it to their Children. A 
debate having riſen betwixt the Village of 
fe and Groban in Skie, they found Aſhes 
as above mentioned under a Stone which de- 
ci ded the Controverſy. It was an Ancient Cu- 
ſtom in the Iſlands, that a Man ſhould take a 
Maid to his Wife and keep her the ſpace of 
a Lear without marrying her, and if ſhe 
pleaſed him all the while, he married her 
at the end of the Year, and legitimated theſe 
Children, but if he did not love Her, he re- 
turn'd her to her Parents and her Portion alſo, 
and if there happened to be any Children, they 
were kept by the Father, but this unreaſonable 
Cuſtom was long ago brought in diſule. 


I Tis common in theſe Iſlands, when a Te- 
nant Dies, for the Maſter to have his choice of 
all the Horſes which belonged to the Deceas d, 
and this was called the Fachfuin Horizeilda, (i.

I muſt not omit to relate their 
way. of Study, which is very ſingular, they

THERE is another way of the Deſi}, or _ 
carrying Fire round about Women before they 
are Churched, after -Child-bearing, - and it 
is us d likewiſe about Children until they be 
Chriſtened; both which are per formed in the 
Morning, and at Night. This is only pra- 
ctiſed now by ſome of the ancient Midwives; 
I enquired their Reaſons. for this Cuſtom, 
which I told them was altogether unlawful ; 
this diſobliged them mightily, inſomuch that 
they would give me no ſatisfaction. But 
others that, were of a more agreeable temper, 
told me the fire-round was an effectual means 
to preſerve both the Morher and the Infant 
from the power of evil Spirits, who are ready 
at ſuch times to do miſchief, and ſometimes 

| _— carry 
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carry away the Infant; and when they get 
them once in their poſſeſſion, return them 
poor meager Skeletons; and theſe Infants are 
jaid ro have voracious Appetites, conſtantly 
_ craving for meat. In this caſe it was uſual 
with thoſe who believed that their Children 
were thus taken away, to dig a Grave in the 
Fields upon Quarter Day, and there to lay 
the Fairy Skeleton till next Morning; at 
which time the Parents went to the Place, 
where they doubted not to find their own 
Child inſtead of this Skeleron. Some of the 
poorer fort of People in theſe Iſlands retain 
the Cuſtom of performing theſe Rounds Sun- 
Ways, about the Perſons of their Benefactors 
three times, when they bleſs them, and wiſh 
good fuccels to all their Enterprizes, Some 
are very careful when they fer out to Sea, 
that the Boar be firſt rowed about Sun-ways, 
and if this be neglected, they are afraid- thei 
Voyage may prove unfortunate. I had this 
Ceremony paid me. (when in the Iſland of 
Ha) by a poor Woman after ' I had given her 
an Alms: I deſired her to let alone that 
Complement, for I did not care for it, but 
the: inſiſted to make - theſe three ordi- 
nary turns, and then Pray'd that God and 
Mac Cbarmig, the Patron Saint of that Iſland, 
might bleſs and proſper me in all my deſigns 
and aflairs.

I had an Account of a poor Woman who 


was a Native of the Ille of Jura, and by the 
Troubles in King Charles the Firſt's Reign was 


almoſt reduc d to a ſtarving Condition, fo 


that ſhe loſt her Milk quite, by which her 
Infant had nothing proper for its ſuſtenance ; 
upon this ſhe boyl'd ſome of the tender Fat of 
the Limpets, and gave it to her Infant, to 
whom it became ſo agrecable, that it had no 
other Food for ſeveral Months together; and 
yet there was not a Child in Jura, or any of the 


* adjacent Iſles wholſomer than this poor In- 


fant, which was expos d to fo great a ftrait. 


TIE Limpet erecps on the Stone and Rock 


in the night time, and in a warm day, but if 


any thing touch the ſhell, it inſtantly clings 


to the ſtone, and then no hand is able to pluck 


it off without ſome-Inſtrument'; and therefore 
ſuch as take em, have little Hammers, call d

THE pale Will, which in length and ſmal- 
neſs exceeds the black Periwintle, and by the 
Natives call d Gif, is by them beat in 
pieces, and both Shell and Fiſh boyl'd ; the 
Broth being ſtrain d and drunk for ſome days 
together, is accounted a good Remedy againſt 
the Stone; it is calld a Dead Mans Eye at 
Dover. It is obſerv d of Cockles, and Spout- 
Fiſh, that they go deeper in the Sands with 
North Winds, than any other; and on the 
contrary, they are eaſier reach d with South 
Winds, which are ſtill warmeſt. 


IT is a General Obſervation of all ſuch as

Slate, a very thin Plant, almoſt round, 


about ten or twelve inches in circumference,

ſay that if a little Butter be added to it, 
one might live many years on this alone, 
without Bread, or any other Food, and at the 


ſame time, undergo any laborious exerciſe: 


This Plant boil'd with ſome Butter, is given 


to Cows in the Spring, to remove Coſtive- 
nels. | 


Dalſe 
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Dulſe is of a reddiſh brown Colour, about 
ten or twelve inches long, and above half an 
inch in breadth, it is eat raw, and then reckon d 
to be looſning, and very good for the ſight 3 
But if boil'd it proves more looſning, if the 

juice be drank with it. This Plant applied 
Plaiſter wiſe to the Temples, is reckon'd 
effectual againſt the Megrim; the Plant boil'd, 
and cat with its infuſion, is usd againſt the 
Cholick, and Stone, and dried without waſhing 
it in water, pulveriz d and given in any 
convenient Vehicle Faſting, it kills Worms: 
the Natives eat it boild with Butter, and 
reckon it very wholſom. The Daiſe recom- 
mended here, is that which grows on Stone, 
and not that which grows on the Alga Marina, 
or Sea Tangle ; for tho' that be likewiſe eaten, 

it will not ſerve in any of the Caſes above men- 
tion d. | pt 

THE Alga Marina, or Sea-T angle, or as 
ſome call it Sea-ware, is a Rod about four, fix, | 
eight or ten Foot long, having at the end a 
Blade commonly flit into ſeven or eight picces, - 
and about a foot and half in length; it grows 
on Stone, the Blade is eat by the Vulgar.. 

Natives. I had an Account of a young Man 
who had loſt his Appetite, and taken Pills to 
no purpoſe, and being adviſed ro boil the 
Blade of the Alga, and drink the infuſion 
boil'd with a little Butter, was reſtor'd to his 
former ſtate of health. |

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THERE is abundance of White and Red 
Coral growing on the S. and W. Coaſt of this 
Ie, it grows on the Rocks, and is frequently 
inter woven with the roots of the Aga; the 
Red ſeems to be a good freſh Colour when firſt 
taken out of the Sea, but in a few hours after 
it becomes pale. Some of the Natives take a 
quantity of the red Coral, adding the yolk 

of an Egg roaſted to it, for the Diarrhea; 
Both the Red and White Corral here is not 
above five inches long, and about the bigneſs 
of a Gooſes Quill. . ; 


THERE are many Caves to be ſeen on 
each quarter of this Iſle, ſome of them are 


believd to be ſeveral Miles in length; there 


is a big Cave in the Village Bornskittag, which 
is ſuppos'd to exceed a Mile in length. The 
Natives told me that a Piper who was over 
curious, went into the Cave with a deſign to 
find out the length of it, and after he entred, 
began to play on his Pipe, but never res 
turn'd to give an account of his Progreſs. 


THERE is a Cave in the Village #igg, 
wherein drops of water that iſſue from the 


roof, petrifie into a white Limy ſubſtance, 


and hang down from the roof and ſides of 


THERE 
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THERE is a Cave in the Village Holm, 


having many petrified Twigs hanging from the _ 


top, they are hollow from one end to the 
other, and from five to ten inches in length. 


THERE is a big Cave in the Rock on the 
eaſt ſide Portrie, large enough for eighty 
Perſons ; there is a Well within it, which to- 
gether with its Scituation and narrow Entry, 
renders it an inacceſſible Fort, one Man only 
can enter it at a time, by the fide of a Rock, 
ſo that with a Staff in in his hand, he is able 
by the leaſt touch to caſt over the Rock as 
many as ſhall attempt to come into the 
Cave. „

| | large Cave in which many Sea Cormorants do 


Build ; the Natives carry a bundle of ſtraw

THERE are many Forts erected on the 
Coaſt of this Iſle, and ſuppos d to have been 
built by the Danes; they are called by the 
Name of Dun from Dain, which in the ancient 
Language ſignify'd a Fort; they are round in 
form, and they have a Paſſage all round with- 
in the Wall, the Door of em is low, and ma- 
ny of the Stones are of ſuch bulk thar no 
number of the preſent Inhabitants could raiſe | 
them without an Engine. 


ALL theſe Forts ſtand upon eminences, and 
are ſo dif} poſed, that there is not one of 
them, which is not in view of ſome other; 
and by this means when a Fire is made upon 2 
Beacon, in any one Fort, it's in a few Moments 
after communicated to all the reſt, and this 
hath been always obſerved upon ſight of any 
number of forcign Veſſels, or Boats approach- 


ing the Coaſt.

THERE 
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THERE are ſeveral little Stone-houfes, 
built under Ground, called Earth-houſes, 
which ſerved to hide a few People and their 
Goods in time of War, the Entry to them 
was on the Sea, or River fide ; there is one of 
them in the Village Lachſay, and another in 
Camſtiroag.

THERE are ſeveral little Stone-houſes 
built above ground, capable only of one Per- 
ſon, and round in form, one of em is to be 
ſeen in Portry, another at Lincro, and at Ca- 
laknock ; they are called 7ey-nin-druinich (i. e.) 
Druids-houſe, Druinich ſignifies a retired Perſon, 
much devoted to Contemplation. _ 

THE Fewel us'd here is Peats dug out of 
the Heaths, there are Cakes of Iron found in 
the Aſhesof ſome of em, and at Flodgery Vil- 
lage, there are Peats from which Salt. peter 

ſparkles. There is a Coal lately diſcovered at 
Holm in Portry, fome of which I have ſeen, 
there are pieces of Coal dug out likewiſe of 
the Sea-ſand in Helderſta of Vaternit, and ſome 
found in the Village Mog/tat.

THE Cattle produced here are Horſes,Cows, 
Sheep, Goats and Hogs : The common work- 
horſes are expos'd to the rigour of. the Seaſon 
during the Winter and Spring, and tho they 

have neither Corn, Hay, or but ſeldom Straw, 
yet they undergo all the Labour that other 
Horſes better treated are liable to. IHE 
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THE Cowsare likewiſe expos'd to the ri: 
gour of the coldeſt Seaſons, and become meer | 
Skeletons in the Spring, many of them not be- ; 

ing able to riſe from the Ground without help, 

but they recover as the Scaſon becomes more 
favourable, and the Graſs grows up, then they 
acquire New-beef, which is both ſweet. and 
render; the Fat and Lean is not ſo much ſepara- 
ted in them as in other Cows, bur as it were 
larded, which renders it very agreeable to the 

Taſte, a Cow in this Iſle, may be twelve 

| Years old, when at the ſame time, its Beef, 

is not above four, five, or ſix Months Old. 
When a Calf is ſlain its an uſual Cuſtom to co- 
ver another Calf with its Skin to fuck the Cow 
whole Calf hath been ſlain, or elſe ſhe gives no 
Milk, nor ſuffers her ſelf to be approach'd by 
any body, and if ſhe diſcover the Cheat, then 
ſhe grows enraged for ſome days, and the laſt 
remedy us d to pacifie her is to uſe the ſwee- 
teſt Voice, and fing all the time of milking her. 
When any Man is troubled with his Neigh- 
bours Cows, by breaking into his Incloſures, 
he brings all to the utmoſt boundary of his 

Ground, and there, drawing a quantity of. 

Blood from each Cow, he leaves them upon 

the ſpot, from whence they go away, without 
ever returning again to trouble him, during all 
that Seaſon. The Cows often feed upon the

THE Amphibia to be ſeen in thislſle, aredcals, 
Otters, Vipers, Frogs, Toads and Asks, the 
Otrer ſhuts its Eyes when it eats, and this is 
a conſiderable diſadvantage to it, for then ſe- 
veral ravenous Fowls lay hold on this oppor. 
tunity, and rob it of its Fiſh. 


THE Hunters ſay there is a big Otter above 
the ordinary fize with a White Spot on its 


Breaſt, and this they call the King of Otrers, „ 


it is rately ſeen and very hard to be killed, 
Seamen aſcribe great Vertues to the skin; for 
they ſay that it is fortunate in Battle, and that 
Victory is always on its ſide. Serpents abound 
in ſeveral parts of this Iſle, there are three kinds 
of them, the firſt Black and White ſpotted, 
which is the moſt Poyſonous, and if a ſpeedy 
remedy be not made uſe of aſter the Wound 
given, the Party is in danger. I had an Ac- 
count that a Man at Glenmore, a Boy at Por- 
try, and a Woman at Loch. ſcah-vag, did all 
die of Wounds given by this ſort of Serpents; 

ſome believe that the Serpents wound with 
the Sting only, and not with their Teeth, but 

this Opinion is founded upon a bare Conjecture 
becauſe the Sting is expoſed to view, but the 
Teeth very rarely ſeen, they are ſecured with-

green Turff of Earth to the Boat, and placed 
the green fide uppermoſt, without telling the 
teaſon. One of theſe Men who was ſubject to 
the Infirmity above-mention'd, perceiving an 
- Earthen Turff in the Boat, was ſurpriz d at 
the ſight of it, and enquir'd for what purpoſe 
it was brought thither 2 He that laid it there 
anſwer'd, that he had done it to ſerve him, 
and that when he was diſpos d to eaſe Nature, 
he might find himſelf on Land, ' tho” he was 
at Sea. The other took this as an Affront, 
ſo that from words, they came to blows; their 
ſellows with much ado did ſeparate them, 
and blam d him that brought the Turff into 
the Boat, ſince ſuch a Fancy could produce no 
other effect than a Quarrel. All of them 
employ'd their time cagerly in Fiſhing, untill 
ſame hours afier, that the angry Man who 
before was ſo much affronted at the Turff, 
was ſo ill of the Swelling of his Belly as uſual, 
that he begg'd of the Crew to row to the 
Shoar, but this was very diſobliging to them 
allz he that intended to try. the Experiment 
with the Turft, bid the Sick Man ſtand on it,

Beaton pretends to have had ſome Education 
from his Father, tho he died when he himſelf 


| was but. a Boy. | have diſcours'd him ſeri- 


ouſly at different times, and am fully ſatisfied, 
that he uſes no unlawful means for obtaining 


Hls diſcourſe of the ſeveral Conſtitutions, 


the qualities of Plants, Sc. were more ſolid 


than could be expected from one of his Educa- 
tion. Several Sick People from remote Iſles 
came to him, and ſome from the Shire of Roſs, - 
at 70. Miles diſtance, ſent for his Advice, I left 
him very ſucceſsful, but can give no further 
Account of him ſince that time. 


THEY are generally a very Sagatjous Peo- 
ple, quick of Apprehenſion, and even the Vul- 


gar exceed all thoſe of their Rank, and Educa- 
tion, I ever yet ſaw in any other Country. 


They have a great Genius for Muſigk and Me- 
chanicks. I have obſerved ſeveral of their 
Children, that before they could ſpeak, were 
capable to diſtinguiſh and make choice of 
one Tune before another upon the Violin, for 
they appear d always uneaſie until the Tune 


which they fancied beſt was play d, and then 


they expreſs d their ſatisſaction by the moti- 


ons of their Head and Hands. 
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THERE are ſeveral of em, who Invent 
Tunes very taking in the Soath of Scotland, 
and elſewhere; ſome Muſitians have endeavou- 
red to pais for firſt Inventers of them by chang-· 
ing their Name, but this has been Impractiea. 
ble, for whatever Language gives the Modern 
Name, the Tune ſtill continues to ſpeak its 
true Original, and of this I have been ſhew'd 

leveral inſtances. . 
SME of the Natives are very dextrous in 
engraving Trees, Birds, Deer, Dogs, &c. up- 
on Bone, and Horn, or Wood, without any o- 
ther Tool than a ſharp pointed Knife. 


SEVERAL of both Sexes have a quick 
Vein of Poke, and in their Language (which 
is very Emphatick) they compoſe Rhyme and 
Verſe, both which powerfuly affect the Fancy. 
And in my Judgment (which is not ſingular in 
this matter) with as great force as that of any 
Ancient or Modern Poet I ever yet read. They 
have generally very retentive Memories, they ſee 
things at a great diſtance. The unhappineſs of 
their Education, and their want of Converſe 
with Foreign Nations, deprives them of the 
opportunity to Cultivate and Beautiſy their 


Sienius, which ſeems to have been form d by 


Nature ſor great Attainments. And on the 
other hand, their Retireneſs may be rather 
thought an advantage, at leaſt to their better 
part; according to that of the Hiſtorian. al 
US 
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Plus valuit apud hos Ignorantia Vitiorum, 
quam apud Grecos omnia precepta in Philnſopho- 
rum. The Ignorance of Vices is more power- 
ſul among thole, than all the Precepts of Phi. 
loſophy are among the Greets. | 


FOR they are to this day happily Ignorant Ml 
of many Vices, that are practiſed in the Learn'd 
and Polite World: I could mention ſeveral, for 
which they have not as yet got a Name, or ſo 
much, as a Notion of them. | 


THE Diet generally us'd by the Natives, 
conſiſts of freſh Food, for they ſeldom taſt any 
that is ſalred, except Butter; the generality eat 
but little Fleſh, and only Perſons of diſtincti- 
on eat it every day, and make three Meals, 
for all the reſt eat only rwo, and they eat more 
Boyl'd«=than Roaſted. Their ordinary Diet is 
Butter, Cheeſe, Milk, Potatoes, Colworts, 
Brechan i. e. Oatmeal and Water boyl'd ; the 
latter taken with ſome Bread is the conſtant 
Food of ſeveral] Thouſands of both Szxes in 
this and other Iſles, during the Winter, and 
Spring ; yet they undergo many Fatigues both 
by Sea and Land, and are very healthful. This 
verifies what the Poet ſaith. Populis ſat eft . 
Lymphaque Cereſgae. Nature is ſatisfied with 
Bread and Water. _ 


THERK 
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THERE is no Place ſo well ſtored with ſuch 
great quantity of good Beef and Mutton, where 
ſo little of both is conſum'd by eating. They 
generally uſe no fine Sawces to entice a falſe 
Appetite, nor Brandy, or Tea for Digeſtion, 
the pureſt Water ſerves them in ſuch Caſes; this 
together with their ordinary Exerciſe, and the 
free Air, preſerves their Bodies and Minds in a 
regular Frame, free from the various Convulſi- 
ons that ordinarily attend Luxury. There is 
not one of them too Corpulent, nor tõo Mea»

THE Men-: ſervants have always double the 
quantity of Bread, Sc. that is given to Wo- 
men- Servants, at which the latter are no ways 
offended, in regard of the many Fatigues by 
Sea and Land, which the former undergo. 


ON, which in Engliſh ſignify's Froath, is a 
Diſh us'd by ſeveral of the Handert, and ſome 
on the oppoſite Main · land, in time of ſcarcity, 
when they want Bread, it is made in the fol- 
lowing manner. A quantity of Milk, or Whey 
is boyl'd in a Pot, and then it is wrought up 
to the mouth of the Pot with a long Stick of 


Wood, having a Crols at the lower-end ; it is 


turn d about like the Stick for making Choco- 

lar, and being thus made it is ſupp'd with 

Spoons 3 it is made up five or ſix times, in the 

lame manner,andthe laſt is always gs 
| al 
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and the firſt two or three froathings the worſt; 
the Milk or Whey that is in the bottom. of the 
pot is reckon d much better in all reſpects than 
ſimple Milk. It may be thought that ſuch as 
feed after this rate, are not fit for action of 

any kind, but I have ſeen ſevetal that liv'd up- 
on this ſort of Food, made of Whey only, for 
ſome Months together, and yet they were - 
able to undergo the ordinary Fatigue of their 
Imployments, whether by Sea or Land, and 1 
have ſeen them travel to the tops of high 
Mountains, as briskly as any I ever ſaw. © 


SOME who live plentifully, make this Diſh 
as above ſaid of Goats Milk, which is ſaid to 
be nouriſhing ; the Milk is thickned and taſte 

much better after ſo much working; ſome add 
2 little Butter and Nutmeg to it. I was treated 
with this Diſh in ſeveral Places, and being ask'd 
whether this ſaid Diſh or Chocolat was beſt, 
I told them that if we judged by the Effects, 
this Diſh was preferable to Chocolat, for ſuch 
as drink oſten of the former, enjoy a better ſtate 
of Health, than thoſe who uſe the latte.

T* ancient way of dreſſing Corn, which 
: is yet us'd in ſeveral Iſles, is calld 
raddan, from the Iriſh word Grad; which 
ſignifies quick. A Woman fitting down, takes 
a handful of Corn, holding it by the Stalks in 
her left hand, and then ſets fire to the Ears, 
which are preſently in a flame; ſhe has a Stick 
in her right hand, which ſhe manages very 
dextrouſly, beating off rhe Grain at the very 
Inſtant, when the Husk is quite burnt, for. if 
| ſhe miſs of that, ſhe muſt uſe the Kiln, but 
Experience has taught them this Art to per- 
ſection. The Corn may be ſo dreſſed, wino- 
wed ground, and backed, within an Hour 
aſter reaping from the Ground. The Oat- bread 
dreſſed as above is looſening, and that

to their raſte. This barbarous Cuſtom 1s much 
laid aſide, ſince the Number of their Mills en- 
creas d; Captain Fairweather, Maſter of an En- 
gliſn Veſſel, having dropt Anchor at Bernera 
of Gleuelg over againſt Se, ſaw two Women 
at this Imployment, and wondring to fee ſo 
much Flame and Smoak, he came near, and 
finding that it was Corn they burnt, he run 
away in great haſt, telling the Natives E 
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love the Graddan, as being more agreeable

ing Corn; the People came to * what the 
matter was, and laugh'd at the Captain s Mi- 
fake, tho he was not a little ſurpriz d at the 
ſtrangeneſs of a Cuſtom that he had never * 
or heard of before. 


THERE are two Fairs of late held yearly 
at Pertry on the Eaſt fide of Stie: the Conve- _ 
nience of the Harbour which is in the middle 
of the Iſle, made em chuſe this for the fitteſt 
Place. The firſt -holds about the middle of 
June, the ſecond about the beginning of Sep- 
tember. The various Products of this and the 
adjacent Ifles and Continent, are Sold here: 
viz, Horſes, Cows, Sheep, Goats, Hides, 
Skins, Butter, Cheeſe, Fiſh, Wooll, Sc. 


ALL the Horſes and Com Sold at 4 
Fair, ſwim to the Main Land over one of the 
Ferties -or Sounds called Ayles, one of which 
is on the Eaſt, the other on the South ſide of 
Stie. That on the Eaſt is about a Mile broad; 
and the other on the South is half a Mile: 
They begin when it is near Low Water, and 
faſten a twiſted Vyth about the lower Jaw of 
each Cow, the — end of the Hyth is 
faſtned to another Cou s Tail, and the number 
ſo tied together is commonly five. A Boat 
with four Oars rows off, and a Man fitting in 
the Stern, holds the yh in his hand to keep 
rol the foremoſt Cows head, 0g hp all =

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five Cows ſwim as faſt as the Boat rows; and 
in this manner above an hundred may be Fer-

E firſt Habit wore by Perſons of Di- 
ſtinction in the Iſlands, was the Leni. 
| Croich, from the Jriſp word Leni, which ſig - 
nifies a Shirt, and Croch Saffron, becauſe theit 
Shirt was died with that Herb the ordinary 
number of Ells us'd to make this Robe was 
twenty four; it was the upper Garb, reaching 
below the knees, and was tied with a Belt 
- round the middle; but the Iſlanders have laid 
it aſide about a hundred years ago. 


- THEY now generally uſe Coat, Waſtcoar, 
and Breeches, as elſewhere, and on their 
Heads wear Bonnets made of thick Cloth, , 
{ome blew, ſome black, and ſome gray. 


| © MANY of the People wear Trowis, ſome - 
have them very fine Woven like Stockings of 
thoſe made of Cloath ; ſome are colour 4 
3 | an 
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and others ſtriped ; the latter are as well 
ſhap'd as the former, lying cloſe to the Body 


from the middle downwards, and tied round 


with a Belt above the Haunches. There is a 
ſquare piece of Cloth which hangs down be- 


fore, The meaſure for ſhaping the 7rowis is 
a Stick of Wood whoſe length is a Cubit, and 


that divided into the length of a finger, and 
half a finger; fo that it requires more skill to 
make it, than the ordinary Habit. 


THE Shooes anciently wore, was a piece 
of the Hide of a Deer, Cow, or Horſe, with 


the Hair on, being tied behind and before 
with a Point of Leather. The Generality now 


wear Shooes having one thin Sole only, and 
ſhaped. after the right and left Foot; ſo that

| | BUT Perſons of Diſtinction wear the 


Garb in Faſhion in the South of Scotland. 


THE Plad wore only by the Men, is made 


of fine Wool, the Thread as fine as can be 


made of that kind; it conſiſts of divers Co- 


lours, and there is a great deal of ingenuity 
requird in ſorting the Colours, ſo as to be a- 
greeable to the niceſt Fancy, For this reaſon 
the Women are at great pains, firſt to give an 
exact Pattern of the Plade upon a piece of 
Wood, having the number of every thread of

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the ſtripe on it. The length of it is commonly 


ſeven double Ells ; the one end hangs by the 
middle over the left Arm, the other going 
round the Body, hangs by the end over the 
left Arm alſo. The right hand above it is to 
be at liberty to do any thing upon occaſion, 
Every Ille differs from cach other in their 
Fancy of making Plaidt, as to the Stripes in 
Breadth, and Colours. This Humour is as 
different thro' the main Land of the Highlands, 
_ inſofar that they who have ſeen thoſe Places, 
is able at the firſt view of a Man's Plaid, to 
guels the place of his Reſidence. 


WHEN they Travel on Foot, the Plaid is 
tied on the breaſt with a Bodkin of Bone or 
Wood, (juſt as the Spina wore by the Ger. 
mans, according to the deſcription of C. 7a- 
ceitus;) the Plaid is tied round the middle 
with a Leather Belt; it is pleated from the 


Belt. to the Knee very nicely ; this Drels for 
Tootmen is found much eaſier and lighter. than 


Breeches, or Trowts. 


THE ancient Dreſs wore by the Women, 
and which is yet wore by ſome of the Vulgar, 
called Ai, is a white Place, having a'few 
{mall Stripes of black, blew, and red; it 
reached from the Neck to the Heels, - and was 
tied before on the Breaſt with a Buckle of 

Silver, or Braſs, according ro the Quality of 
the Perlon. I have ſeen tome of the former

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of an hundred Marks value; it was broad as 
any ordinary Pewter Plate, the whole cui 
ouſly engraven with various Animals, Sc. 9 
There was a leſſer Buckle which was wore in 
the middle of the larger, and above two Oun - 
ces weight; it had in the Center a large piece 
of Chryſtal, or ſome finer Stone, and this 
was ſer all round with ſeveral finer Stones of 
a leſſer ſize.

THE Plad being pleated all round, Was 
tied with a Belt below the Breaſt; the Belt was 
of Leather, and ſevcral pieces of Silver inter- 
mix'd with the Leather like a Chain. The 
lower end of the Belt has a piece of Plate a- 
bout eight inches long, and three in breadth, 
curiouſly engraven; the end of which was 
adorned with fine Stones, or pieces of Red 
Corral. They wore Sleeves of Scarlet Cloth, 
cosd at the end as Mens Veſts, with gold 
Lace round em, having Plate Buttons ſet with. 
fine Stones. The Head dreſs was a fine Ker- 
chief of Linen ſtrait about the Head, hanging 
down the back taper-wiſe; a large Lock of 
Hair hangs down their Cheeks above their 
Breaſt, the lower end tied with a knot of 
Ribbands.

_ THE Iſlanders have a great reſpect for their 
Chief and Head of Tribes, and they conclude 
- I Grace after every Meal, with a Petition to 
Jod for their Welfare and Proſperity. Nei 
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ther will they, as far as in them lies, ſuffer 


them to ſink under any Misfortune: But in 
caſe of a decay of Eſtate, make a voluntary 
Contribution on their behalf, as a common 
Duty, to ſupport the Credit of their Families. .

the firſt for Antiquity among all the Ancient 
Tribes, both in the Iſles and Continent, H: 


is Lineally, deſcended from Sommerle, who 


according to Buchannan, was Than? of Argyle; 


he got the Iſles into his Poſſeſſion by Vertue 


of his Wifes Right; his Son was called Do- 
nald, and from him all the Families of the 


Name Mack Donald are deſcended. He was 


the firſt of that Name, who had the Title of 
King of. the Ifles. One of that Name Sub- 
ſeribing a Charter granted by the King of 
Scots to the Family of Roxburgh, writes as 
follows : Donald King of the Ilie Witneſs. 
He would not pay Homage to the King for 
the Iſles, but only for the Lands which he 
held of him on the Continent. | 


ONE of Donald's Succeſſors Married a 

Daughter of King Robert the 2d, the firſt of 

the Name of Stuart, by whom he acquired 

ſcyeral Lands in the Highlands, The Earl- 

dom of Ri came to _ Family, by 1

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the Heireſs of the Houſe of Leſſy. One of 


the Earls of Roſs called John, being of an. 


eeaſie Temper, and too liberal to the Church,

1 d together an Army to oblige him 


rom giving away any more of his Eſtate. 
The Father rais d an Army againſt his Son, 
and Fought him at Sea, on the Coaſt of Mul, 
the Place is ſince calld the Bloody-Bay; the 
Son however had the Victory. This diſpoſed 
the Father to go ſtraight to the King, and 


make over the Right of all his Eſtate to him. 


The Son kept Poſſeſſion ſome time after; 
however this occaſion'd the fall of that great 


Family, tho' there are yet extant ſeveral an-

Rothſay, the head 
Ton of the . ages and Aran, lies on 
the Eaſt Coaſt of Brot, and is one of the Titles 
of the Prince of Scotland; King Robert the Third 
created his Son Duke of Rothſay, and Steward | 
of Scotland; and afterwards Queen Mary crea · 
ted the Lord Darnley Duke of Rothſay, before 
her Marriage with him : This Town is a very 
ancient Royal Burrough, but thinly People, 
there not being above a hundred Families in it, 
and they have no forreign Trade: On the North 


Ju” of Rothſay, there is a very ancient Ruinous 
Fort 
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Fort, round in Form, having a-thick Wall, and 
about three Stories high, and Paſſages round 
within the Wall; it is ſurrounded with a wet 
Ditch ; it has a Gate on the South, and a double 
Gate on the Eaſt, and a Baſtion on each ſide 
the Gate, and without theſe there's a Draw- 
Bridge, and the Sea flows within 40 Yards of it. 
The Fort is large enough for exerciſing a Bat- 
tallion of Men, it has a Chappel and ſeveral 
little Houſes within; and a large Houſe of 
four Stories high, fronting the Eaſtern- Gate. 
The People here have a Tradition thar chis 
Fort was built by King Roſa, who is ſaid ro 
have come to this Iſſe before King Fergus the 
Firſt; The other Forts are Down-Owle, and 
Don- Allin, both on the Meſt ſide © 


The Churches here are as follow, Ailmichel, 
Kil-Blain, ani Nil- Chattau, in the South Patiſnu;

Tower of greater height joined to the North 
fide, and that has a Baſtion cloſe to it, to 
which a lower Baſtion is added.

a deſcent which will not admit of a wer Ditch; 
The Gate looks to the Eaft. This Caſtle is 
the Duke of Hamiltons Seat, when is Grace or 
any of the Family make their Summer Viſit to 
this Iſland.

wherein his Title and Perquiſites of Coroner 
are confirm d to him and his Heirs. He is 
oblig' d to have three Men to attend him upon 
all Publick Emergencies, and he is bound by 
his Office to purſue all Malefactots, and to de- 
liver them to the Steward, or in his abſence to 
the next Judge. And if any of the Inhabitants 
reſuſe to pay their Rents at the uſual term, tlie 
Coroner is bound to take him Perſonally, or to 
ſeize his Goods. And if it ſhould happen that 
the Coroner with his retinue of three Men is 
not ſuſſicient to put his Office in execution, 
then he Summons all the Inhabitants to con-

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'S A big Rock, about ſix Leagues to the 
South Weſt of Arran, it riſes in form of a 
Sugar-Loaf, but the top is plain, and large 
enough for drawing up a thouſand Men in 
Ranks; there is a Freſh Water Lake in the 
middle of the Plain, the whole lſle is covered 


with long Grals, and is inacceſſible, except on

The Sea begins to boil and ſerment 
with the Tide of Flood, and reſembles. the 
boiling of a Por, and then increaſes gradually, 
until it appear in many Whirlpools, which 
form themſelves in ſort of Pyramids, and im- 
mediately aſter ſpout up as high as the Maſt 
of a little Veſſel, and at the ſame time makes 
a loud report. Theſe white Waves run two 
Lage with the wind before they break ; the 
Sea continues to repeat theſe various motions 
from rhe beginning of the Tide of Flood, until 
it is more than half Flood, and then it decrea- 
ſes gradually until it hath ebb'd about half 
an hour, and continues to boil till it is within 
an hour of low water.

For it is a recei vd Tradition among 
the Vulgar Inhabitants of this Iſle, and the 
oppoſite Ifle of Collonſay, that this Well was

II is common with Sick People to make a 
Vow to come to the Well, and after drinking, 
they make a Tour Sunways round it, and 
then leave an Offering of ſome {mall Token, 
ſucn as à Pin, Needle, Farthing, or the like, on 
the ſtone Cover which is above the Well.

Both 
Mountains and Valleys afford good Paſturage 
for all ſorts of Cattle, as Sheep, Goats, and 
Deer, which herd among the Hills and Buſhes, - 
The Horſes are but of a low ſize, yet very 
ſprightly 3 their black Cattle are likewiſe 
low in ſize, but their fleſh is very delicious 
and fine. There's abundance of Wild Fowl in 
the Hills and Valleys z and among em the 
black Cock, heath Hen, Tarmagan, and very 
fine Hawks. The Sea Coaſt affords all ſuch 

| Fowl as are to be had in the Weſtern Ifles. 
The Corn growing here is only Barley and 
Oats. There's great variety of Plants in the 
Hills and Valleys, but there is no Wood here, 
except a few Coppices on the Coaſt: There 
are ſome Bays, a Places for Anchorage about 
the Iſle. The Bay of Duart on the Eaſt fide, 
and to the North of the Caſtle of that Name, 
is reckoned a ſafe Anchoring place, and fre- 
quented by Strangers.

Lambs, and Kids. 


THERE are three Caſtles in the Iſle; to 
wit, the Caſtle of Duart, ſeituated on the Eaſt, 
built upon a Rock, the Eaſt ſide is ſurrounded 
by the Sea.

IN the ninth year of Meilochey Son to 
Pridius King of P:tts, a moſt powerful King, 
Columbus by his Preaching and Example, Con- 
verted that Nation to the Faith of Chriſt. 
Upon this account they gave him the Ifle 
above-mention'd, (which he calls #777, Book 3. 
Cap. 3.) to erect a Monaſtery in which 
his Succeſſors poſſeſs to this day, and where 
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he himſelf. was buried, in the ſeventy ſeventy 


yeat of his Age, and the thirty ſecond after 


his going to Britain to preach the Goſpel. He 
built a Noble Monaſtery in /reland, before his 


coming to Britain, from both; which Mo- 


naſteries he and his Diſciples Founded ſeveral 
other Monaſteries in Britain and Ireland; 
among all which, the Monaſtery of the Iſland 
in which his Body is interr d, has che prehemi - 
nence. The Ile has a Rector, who is always a 
Presbyter Abbot, to whoſe Juriſdiction the 
Whole Province, and the Biſhops themſelvts 
ought to be ſubject, tho the thing be unuſual, 
according to the Example of that firſt Doctor, 
who was not a Biſhop, but a Presbyter and 
Monk; and of whoſe Life and Doctrine ſome 
things are ſaid to be wrote by his Diſciples.

The Weſtern ſide is Rocky for about three 
Leagues; the Iſle affords no convenient Har- 
bout for Ships, but has been always. valued for 
its extraordinary F ruifulneſs in Corn. yet 
being Till'd ,every year, it is become leſs 
Fruicfut than formerly. There is a plain pieco 
of ground about ſix Miles in compaſs. on the 
Eaſt Coaſt, called the Rive, the Graſs is fel. 
dom ſuffer'd to grow the length of half an inch, 


being only kept as a Common, yet. is be- 


lied to excell any parcel of Land of its extent 
in the Iſles, or oppoſite Continent ; there are 
ſmall Channels in it, through which the Tide 
of Flood comes in, and it ſometimes overflows 
the whole. ; 


THE Ifle is a Miles in 1885 Non the 
South . to the North Weſt; the Natives 
ſor the molt rt live on Barley- Bread, Butter, 

hee, Fil Fiſh, and ſome eat the Roots 
of 


Milk, Ober 
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of Silver · weed; there are but few that eat any 
Fleſh, and the Servants uſe. Water - Gruel often 
wich their bread. In plentiful years the Na. 
tives drink Ale generally. There are three 
Alchouſes in the Iſle, the Brewers preſerye 
their Ale in large Earthen Veſſels, and ſay they 
are much better for this purpoſe than thofe of 
Wood ; ſome of them contain. twelve Engliſh 
Gallons. Their Meaſure for Drink is a third 
part larger than any I could obſerve in any 
other part of Scotland. The Ale that I had in 
the Inn being too Weak, I told my Hoſt of it, 
who promis d to make it better; for this end 
he took a Hecktick Stone, and having made it 
red hot in the fire, he quench'd it in the Ale. 

The Company and I were ſatisfied that the 
drink was a little more brisk, and I told him 
that if he could add ſome more life to our Ale, 
he would extreamly oblige the Company. 
This he frankly undertook, and to effect it, 
roaſted a Barley Cake, and having broke it in 
pieces he put it into the diſh with the Ale; and 
this Experiment we found as effectual as the 


firſt... I enquir'd of him if he had any more Art 


to reyive our Ale, and then he would make it 
pretty good; he anſwer d, that he knew of 
nothing elſe but a Malt-Cake, which he had 
not then ready, and ſo we were oblig d to con- 
tent our ſelves with what pains had been al- 
ready us d to revive our drink. The Natives 
pteſerye their Yeſt by an Oaken Wyth which 


they twiſt and put into it, and for future uſe, 


keep 
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ſes are of a very low ſize in this Iſle, being in 
the Winter and Spring time often reduc d to 
eat Sea - Ware. The Cows give plenty of Milk, 


when they have enough of freſh Sea Ware to 
feed on it fattens them; the Horſes pace natu- 


rally, and are very ſprightly tho little. The 


ground abounds with Flint-ſtone; the Natives 
tell me they find pieces of Sulphur in ſeveral 


place. The Weſt Winds drive the ordinary 


Indian Nuts to the ſhoar of this lle, and the 
Natives uſe them as above, | for removing the 
Diarrhea ; and the water of the Well called 
Toubir, in Donich, is by the Natives drunk as a 
Cat holicon for Diſeaſes.

SOME Years ago, about one hundred and 


ſixty little Whales, the biggeſt not exceeding 
twenty foot long, run themſelves aſhoar in 


this Iſle, very ſeaſonably, in time of ſcarcity, 
for the Natives did eat them all; and told me 


that the Sea-Pork, i. e. the Whale, is both 
wholſom, and very nouriſhing Meat: There 
is a Freſh- water Lake in the middle of the Ifle, 
on the Eaſt fide of which there is an old Ca- 
ſtle now in Ruines: The Iſle being low and 
Mooriſh, is unwholſome, and makes the Na- 
tives ſubject to the Ague. The Inhabitants 
living in the South Eaſt parts, are for the moſt 
part Bald, and have but very thin hair on their 
heads.

the Rock facing the Weſt ſide is Red, and that 
on, the Eaſt ſide Grey. The Mountains have 
ſome hundred of Deer graz ing in them, The 
Natives gave me an account of a ſtrange Ob- 
ſervation Which they ſay proves Fatal to the 
Poſterity of Lachlin, a Cadet of Mack-Lean of 
Colls Family; That if any of them ſhoot at a 
Deer on the Mountain Finchra, he dies ſud- 
dainly, or contracts ſome violent Diſtemper, 
which ſoon puts a period to his Life. They 
told me ſome Inſtances to this purpoſe ; whats 
ever may be init, there is none of the Tribe

' "THIS ige lies to the South of Skis about

It is all Rockie and Mountan- 
ous from the middle towards the Weſt; the 
Eaſt ſide is plainer, and more arable; the 
whole is indifferent good for paſturage and Cul-

It has been ſucceſs- 
fally us'd againſt RheumatickPains in Edinburgh, 
and London; in the latter it has been lately 
us d to aſſwage the ſwelling of a ſtrained Foot, 
a Cheek ſwell'd with the Tooth-ach, and for 
diſcuſſing a hard Boil, and proved ſucceſsful in 


| all the three caſes. 


THERE is plenty of Cod, and Ling, of 2 
great ſize, round this Iſle, the Improvement of 


which might be of great Advantage. 


THE Inhabitants are about two hundred in 
Number, and are well proportioned, they 
fpeak the 7r:/b Language only; their Habit is 
much like that us d in the adjacent Iles, but 
coarſer : They are not ſubject to many Diſea- 
ſes; they contract a Cough, as oſten as any 
Strangers land and ſtay for any time among 
them, and it continues for ſome eight or ten 
days; they ſay the very Inſants on the Breaſt 
are infected by it. The Men are ſtronger than 
the Inhabitanrs of. the oppoſite weſtern _ - 

they 
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they feed much on Fowl, eſpecially the Solar 
Geeſe, Puffin, and Fulmar, eating no Salt with 
chem. This is believed to be the cauſe of a Le- 


proſie. that is broke out among them of late; 


one of them that was become Corpulent, and 
had his throat almoſt ſhut up, being advis d by 
me to take Salt with his Meat, to exerciſe him- 


ſelf more in the Fields than he had done of late; 


to forbear eating of fat Fowl, and the far Pud- 
ding call'd Giben, and to eat Sorrel, was very 
much concern d, becauſe all this was very diſa - 
greeable; and my adviſing him to eat 2orrel, 
was perfectly a ſurprize to him: But when I 
bid him conſider how the fat Fulmar eat this 
Plant, he was at laſt diſpoſed to take my Ad- 

vice; and by this means alone in few days af- 
ter, his Voice was much clearer, his Appetite 
recovered, and he was in a fair way of reco-= 
very. Twelve of theſe Lepers died the Year 
after of this Diſtemper, and were in the ſame 
Condition with this Man. | 


BOTH Sexes have a Genius for Poeſie, and 
compole entertaining Verſes and Songs, in their 
own Language which is very Emphatical. Some 
Years ago, about twenty of their Number hap - 
pou to be confined in the Rock Stack Narmin 
or ſeveral days together, without any kind of 
Food; the Seaſon then not favouring their En - 
deavours, to return Home; one of their Num- 
ber plucked all their Knives out of the Haſts,

latter end of May; without ſo much as a cruſt 
of Bread, but they had Sheep, Fowl and Fiſh 
in abundance.” They were at a loſs, how to 


acquaint their Wives. and Friends, that all of 


them were alive; but to effect this, they kind- 
led as many Fires on the top of an Eminence, 
as there was Men in Number; this was no ſoo- 
ner ſeen, and the Fires counted than the Women 
underſtood the ſignal, and were ſo over- 
joyed at this unexpected News, that they fell 
to labour the Ground with the Foot-ſpade, 3 
and that Years product of Corn, was the meſt 
plentiful that they. bad for many M cats befaxe. 


After the Stewards arrival in the Iſſe, about

much longed for St. Ailda; where the mutual 


Joy between them and their Wives, and ether

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THE Tnhabirants are of the reformed Reli-

could not / conjecture what it meant. They 
purſued their Voyage, but the Wind turn d 
contrary, and fo forc'd them into Broadford in 
the Iſle of Sie, where they found Sir Donald 
Mack Donald keeping a Sheriffs Court, and two 
Criminals receiving Sentence of death there, 
the Ropes and Mͤaſt of that very Boat were 
made uſe of to hang thoſe Criminals. This

Notwithſtanding this, the Man alerted poſi- 
tively and with great aſſurance that the Kiln 
would certainly take fire, let them uſe all the 
precautions they could. Upon this, Mr. Mack 
Pherſon had the Curioſity ro enquire of his 
Man if he could gueſs within what ipace of 
time the Kiln would take fire? he told him 
before Hallowtide. Upon which, Mr. Mack, 
Pherfoa call'd for the Key of the Kiln, and told 
his Man that he would take care of the Kiln 
until the limited day was expird, for none 
ſhall enter it ſooner, and by this Means I ſhall 
make the Devil if he is the Author of ſuch 
Lies, and you both Liars. For this end he 
kept the key of the Kiln in his Preſs until the 
time was over, and then deliver d the key to 
the Servants, concluding his Man to be a Fool 
and a Cheat. Then the Servants went to dry 
Corn in the Kiln, and were charg'd to have a 
ſpecial care of the fire, yet in a little time after 
the Kiln took fire, and it was all in a flame, 
X 2 accord- 
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according to the Prediction, tho the Man 
miſtook the time. He told his Maſter, that 
within a few moments after the fire of the 
| Kiln had been firſt extinguiſhed, he ſaw it all 
in a flame again; and this appearing to him in 
the day time, it would come to paſs the 
ſooner.

John Mack Normand, and Daniel Mack Ewin, 
Travelling along the Road, two Miles to the 
North of S»iſort Church, ſaw a body of Men

JAMES BEATON Surgeon, in the Ile of

diſregarded ir, and call'd the Seer a Fool. 
However this James being called by ſome of 
the Mack/eans to go along with them to at- 
tack a Veſſel belonging to the Earl of A-gyle, 
who was then coming to poſſeſs Mull by force, 
they attak d the Veſſel, and one of the Mack- 
Leans being Wounded, the ſaid James while 
dreffing the Wound, happen'd to rub his 
Forehead, and then ſome ot his Patients blood 
_ to his face, which accompliſh'd the Vi- 
non.
